COOL THINKING 


President Arthur twining Hadley of 
Yale University in his baccalaureate 
sermon recently, took occasion to urge 
upon Americans self-control and tem­ 
perate judgment in Hie present inter­ 
national situation. 
He said: 
"The need of weighing our words 
and controlling our feelings is partic­ 
ularly great in a commonwealth like 
ours, where we act not as individuals 
hut as members of a liody politic. 
“No government which manages its 
affairs on Hie basis of prejudice rather 
than evidence can long endure. Many 
foreign critics regard our present ex­ 
perience as presaging the downfall of 
democracy. 
I believe that these crit­ 
ics are wrong 
in 
their predictions. 
But in their analysis of the dangers 
they are pretty nearly right; and iii 
order to falsify their predictions we 
must take heed to the dangers them­ 
selves. 
We must help tile community 
to examine evidence 
and 
exercise 
self-control; and the best way that 
we can do this for many years to 
come is by ourselves setting the ex­ 
ample of self-control. 
“And, great as this national need 
of self control, there is at the present 
moment an international need which j 
almost overshadows it.
